FTHE Rev. Dr Auchmuty, Rector of New York, 

1 in a Letter dated May 1, 1767, ſaith, — The 

Negroe School is {till full, and the young Blacks 

are very conſtant in their Attendance, and improve 

in their Learning. The Day before the Date he 

| viſited the School, catechized the Children, heard 

5 them their Prayers, examined their Work; all 

which gave him Pleaſure. The Miſtreſs attends 

her Duty with great Faithfulneſs, and is very adroit 

at her Buſineſs. Thoſe who have left the School 

after proper Inſtructions, attend every Sunday Even- 

ing on Mr Ogilvie, with the adult Blacks, and are 

catechized; and the Dr ſays, he hath the Pleaſure 

to inform us, that he hath not heard of one among 
them that hath turned out bad. 


RHODE IS LAN D. 


The Rev. Mr Browne of Newport, in a Letter 
dated June 4, 1767, ſays, That no Endeavours 
of his ſhall be wanting to promote the charitable 
Work of training up the young Blacks'in the Know- 
ledge of our holy Religion. He hath the Satisfac- 

tion to inform us, that the School continues in a 
a promiſing Way, the Number of Scholars is com- 
plete, though ſome few have left the School. Their 
Improvement is ſatisfactory, ſome of them read 
tolerably well, and the Girls acquit themſelves well 
both in Sewing and Knitting, neither are they defi- 
Cient as to their Prayers and Catechiſm ; "_ of 
them 
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them having anſwered. in Church during the laſt 


| Lent, in a manner that ſufficiently demonſtrated 


them to be capable of Inſtruction. He viſits them 
f. and is, he believes, a very proper Check 


on the Miſtreſs. He concludes with deſiring a Sup- 
ply. of Books for the Uſe of the School; which hath 


been ſent. 


VIRGINIA. 
The Reverend Mr Boucher Rector of St Mary's, 


Caroline County, in a Letter, without a Date, received 
in Auguſt 1767, gratefully acknowledges the Aſſiſt- 


ance he hath received from the As$0c1aTEs. The 
Negroes in his Pariſh are too numerous for the 
Church to contain were they all conſtantly to attend 
Divine Service. He believes however that there 
are as many, if not more, Blacks in his Congregation 


than in moſt others, inſomuch that during the hot 


Summer Months they are much-complained of by 


the Whites. In his Pariſh the Blacks are regularly 


and univerſally baptized, and the Number of Com- 
municants among them conſtantly encreaſes. Yel- 
terday, ſays he, I diſtributed among them upwards 
of Two Dozen Books, ſo that at this Time the 
Stock you ſent me, though pretty conſiderable, is 


almoſt diſpoſed of. 


Robert C. Nicholas, Eſq; of Williamsburgh, ſays, 
in a Letter dated Dec. 1, 1767, That the Miſtreſs 
is diligent as uſual, and the Children are managed 
in the manner formerly mentioned. 


No Account of the School at Fredericksburg hath 
been received laſt Year. | 


NORTH CAROLINA. 
The Reverend Mr Barnett of Brunswick, ſays, in 
a Letter dated Auguſt 17, 1767, He fears he ſhall 
not be more ſucceſsful in his Endeavours for the 
Eſtabliſhment of a Negroe School than Mr m"_ 
e

De Roſſett * was; that no one is more earneſtly de- 
ſirous of ſuch an Inſtitution than himſelf, nor hath 
any one., ſtruggled with more Difficulties, ſolely 
ariſing from the unhappy Prejudices of the People. 
He had agreed with a Widow of good Character 
ſome Months ſince, ' and had propoſed to open a 
School with ſo ſmall a Number as Fifteen, bur he 
could not make up more than Eight or Nine; there- 
fore he muſt for a Time drop the Deſign. He had 
agreed with the Miſtreſs to teach the Girls to Sew, 
Kait and Mark, thinking that might induce People 
to ſend young Female Negroes; but to his great 
Concern, he finds they would rather their Slaves 
continued in their Ignorance. In a Place Thirty 
Miles off, where he officiates Nine times in a Year, 
a grcat Number of Negroes always attend with much 
ſeeming Devotion; ot them he baptized Twelve 
Adults, and Seventeen Children. 

Several among them can Read, and having pro- 
miſed to take Pains to inſtruct ſuch of their Fellow- 


Slaves as are deſirous to learn, he had given to 


them many of the AssociArEs Books. 


PENSIL ANNIE 

The Rev. Mr Sturgeon, the late worthy Inſpector 
of the Negroe School in Phjladelphia, having left 
that City; Meſſieurs Dufield and Hopkinſon were re- 
queſted, and readily agreed, to undertake that cha- 
rittable Office, and have favoured us with an exact Ac- 
count of the preſent State of the School, as delivered 
to them by Mrs Ayers the Schoolmiſtreſs: Who 
ſays, that from the Time of her Appointment to 
that Office, Nov. 20, 1764, to March 24, 1768, 
Fifty-nine Negroe Children had been admitted ; 
that at preſent 'T'wenty-ſeven attended; whereof 
Three are in the Bible, One in the Teſtament, Two
